The following is quoted from last

year's bulletin as the suggestion con-
tained therein is thought worthy of
repetition.

"Have our storekeepers and home-
owners ever stopped to think that
these same beautiful Christmas decor-
ations might bear an important rela-
tion to their fire insurance?.

"If not, let them give heed to the
following: The National Fire Pro-
tection Association has recently made
a most important suggestion or rath-
er has called attention to a very im-
portant fact Here it is. If your in-
surance is written in a 'standard pol-
icy' you will find a clause to this ef-
fect: 'This entire policy unless oth-
erwise provided by agreement en-
dorsed hereon or added hereto shall
be void if the hazards be in-
creased by any means within the con-
trol or knowledge of the insured'.

"Ainy person who buys a policy of
insurance on store or home buys it
with the abve understanding. To de-
liberately do anything or permit to
be done anything which will increase
the dangers of the destruction of the
builaing by fire is not only dealing
dishonestly with the insurer but gives
him a defense to any action on a pol-
icy for a loss incurred by reason of
the added danger".

CHRISTMAS PRECAUTIONS

The records of the State Fire Mar-
shal show that Christmas trees were
responsible for nine fires in 1912.
More properly, perhaps, the blame
should not be attached to the inno-
cent tree, but to the carelessness of
those who decorated it with inflam-
mable materials'. Nine may seem a
small number of fires in a state of
such great population as Ohio; but
even only one would be sufficient to
prove that in these beautiful acess-orie- s

to the holiday celebration, there
ever lurks the possibility of danger
and disaster.

But the danger can be avoided and
that without detracting in the least
from the beauty of the display or the
pleasure afforded by it.

Assuming that you have already
procured the tree, the first thing to
do is to see that it is securely plant-ed- j

so that the children, in their en-

thusiasm and excitement, can by no
possibility pull it over.

Then in the work of decoration, use
only metallic substances, or others
whhh are not readily combustible.
Tissue paper and cotton batting have
too great an affinity for fire to be
placed in close proximity to lighted
candles. The snow effect, regarded
by so many as indispensible in con-
nection with a Christmas entertain-
ment, can be better secured by the
use of mineral wool, or asbestos fibre,
than by the materials commonly used
for that purpose. '
